Dr. Robert Nelson, the SSC chemistry 
professor who hasn't received tenure and 
who has appealed because he ha n't, 
won't find out today if he will receive it 

The grievance committee set up (o hear 
his case has until this evening to turn in 
its report on the matter. The report is to 
be submitted to President Hyink who 
then has to decide the matter, taking the 
report and its recommendations into 
consideration 


According to Executive Order 112, the 
grievance procedure for academic 
personnel, Dr. Hyink will review the 
findings and recommendations of the 
committee and decide the action to be 


taken. He has tive working days to do 
this, longer if he has to send the report 
back to the committee for clarification 
Also, according to Section 12.1 of the 
grievance procedure, “The decision of the 
President shall concur with the 
recommendation of the Grievance 
Committee except in rare instances when, 
in the opinion of the President, 
compelling reasons exist for a different 
result.” 

Section 12.4 of the procedure states 
that “The decisions of the President in 
each case are final at the college level.” 
Nelson’s appeal came about when the 
chemistry department denied him tenure 
on grounds students called personal 
jealousy. The chemistry department felt 
that it had a case, explaining that Nelson

If Nelson should not get tenure, then he 
could appeal it to the chancellor. If he 
were to do this, the appeal would then go 
to committee and then to the trustees 
Beyond that point, there is no further 
appeal 

According to Executive Order 112, 
Section 14.4, “Review by the Chancellor 
may be requested only on one of the 
following grounds: 14.4.1 Arbitrary 


action by the President in not accepting 
the Grievance Committee's 
recommendations, 14.4.2 Substantially 
unfair departure from these procedures 
which affected the President's decision, 
14.4.3 Substantial evidence favorable to 
the grievant which was ignored by the 
President.” 

Many students have rallied behind 
Nelson throughout his appeal, as 
evidenced by the signs and petitions 
around campus 

At this point, however, there is no way 
of knowing what President Hyink will 
decide

classes listed on the wall. Just about every class you 
want has already been taken so you trot over the 
tarps that cover the floor to those rickety tables with 
the equally rickety charis. Grabbing a table that has 
only a few people, you attempt to rearrange your 
schedule 

The average student also knows that following this 
ritual classes still have to be added in order to pay the 
correct fees, or to qualify for the GI bill, work study 
program, athletic eligibility or any of the numerous 
grants and loans 

In order to help the faculty and administration 
schedule classes, and to give the students the classes 
they need, another course preference poll will be 
conducted at SSC April 12-16. The purpose of the 
poll is to provide information that will result in a 
much more accurate and realistic schedule of classes 
Each student must fill out a course preference card 
If not, the administration assumes the student ts not 
returning for the fali semester 

The course preference poll is not a cure-all, however 
Last year after it was taken, 2,000 students did not 
show up for the fall ‘70 semester, thus invalidating 
much of the information 

If the course preference cards are filled out in good 
faith by the students, and if the faculty uses the 
resulting information in the scheduling of the classes, 
it is felt that scheduling wil! meet the needs of the 
students, the add/drop lines will shorten, and the 
school can save time and money that can always be 
put to better use

FIVE EASY PIECES, the story of Bobby Dupea (played by Jack 
Nicholson the lawyer/drunk in Easy Rider) is a classical Huck Finn
